Did St. Paul Sanction Slavery? 
By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 


The days are long since past 


when anyone tried to justify the 
institution of slavery by reference 
or proof from the Bible. 


Now, long after the War Between 


the States, cleavages between re- 
ligious bodies, South and North, 
have been, or are being healed. 


Yet there was a time when rc- 


igion and tht- Bible had a very 
ictive part in the controversies re- 
arding slavery. The spirit of the 
3ible, 
with its strong emphasis 


ipon freedom, was invoked by anti- 
slavery advocates, 
while proof- 


exts and references were cited by 
he impassioned defenders of slav- 
ery. 


And strongest on the part of 


slavery's defenders was the claim 
hat Paul had impliedly sanctioned 
he institution, or, at least, had 
tot condemned it, though he had 
irgcd considerate and human treat- 
nent of slaves. 


The issue now, thank God is more 


,heorelical than practical. But it 
nay still be asked whether Paul 
sanctioned slavery; or why, if he 
did not sanction it, he did not come 
out specifically in its condcmna- 
.ion? 


The issue, of course, is emphasiz- 


ed in the one-chapter New Testa- 
ment book of Philemon. It was a 
definite, practical issue that could 
not bu avoided. 


Onesimus, a slave whose miis- 


tcr was Philemon, a Christain in 
the church at Colossac, a city in 
the Roman province of Asia, had 
run away from his master, defraud- 
ing him, and had made his way to 
Rome. 


Here, in the great city, a haven: 


for runaways and criminals, he 
had aparently made good his es- 
cape, but he came under the influ- 
ence of St. Paul and became a 
Christian. 


There was the problem. What 
hould Paul do about it? And what 
should Onesimus do? One recalls 
what the intense anti-slavery ad- 
vocates did in the days of the so- 
called 
"underground 
railway," 


when they harbored and protected 
runaway slaves. Technically they 
were law-breakers. 


Should Paul have similarly pro- 


tected Onesimus? Was he sanc- 
tioning slavery in sending Ones!- 
inus to Philemon in Collossac? 


Here, however, was a situation 


in which both master and slave 
were Christians. Onesimus, appar- 
ently, was quite willing to go back. 
It was a matter for Christians to 
settle among themselves. 


Wo must realize .how futlic it 


would have been for Paul to have 
carried on a one-man war against 
slavery in that world situation. He 
had deeper and more underlying 
purposes. 


Yet. in his very attitude, as one 


writer has pointed out, he laid the 
Ground for the abolition of slavery 
insofar as Christianity is concern- 
ed. 


When men become brothers in a 


truly Christian way one can no 
longer treat another as a slave.

tion. As a security measure to pro- 
tect Korowicz, the general public 
was barred. 


But radio picked up the Pole's 


words and flung them across ths 
ocean to Europe and to such lis- 
teners behind, the Iron Curtain as 
dared to tune in.
